Railway Board Secretariat Stenographers Service and Grade 
‘C’ of the Research, Designs & Standards Organisation 
(Ministry of Railways) -Stenographers Service to he held by 
•the Staff Selection Commission in 1998 are published for 
gcnci-Hl information. 

2. The number of persons to be selected for inclusion in 
the select list will be determined later as given in para 2 
of the Notice issued bv the Commission. Reservations shall 
he mad* "for fhe hBtRfldfttes belonging to the Scheduled 
Castes and Scheduled Tribes after taking into account the 
vacancy position reported to the Commission by the indent¬ 
ing cadres/officers. 

A Scheduled Caste /Scheduled Tribe means any of the 
Caste/Tribe specified in the Orders issued under Article of 
the Constitution from time to time.
